Commitiee, conveyed in Mr. F. 
Bulkeley Johnson’sletter of the Mth} 
inst. to the Acting Colonial Secretary, 
to sacrifice the Government contribu- 

. tion of $1200 per annum tothe Mu-: 
scam rather than acquiesce in. the 
desire of. Lord Kimberley to make 
some slight altcrations in the rules 
regulating admission_to the institu- 
tion, can only be defended if the Com- 
‘mittee are prepared to py out of their 
own pockets the sum they.are uselessly 
suctificing in defence ofa sentimental 
whim, which does. not in any way 
practically <ffect: the interests of the 
community at large. 

The differences which have existed 
for some considerable time between, 
“Hiis Excellency’ the Governor, and a 
section of our leading merchants, on 
‘questions, more of a socidl than of a 
political nature, have unwisely, and 

’ unfortunately, we think, been allowed 
to influence certain matters in which 
the general public can fairly claim 
an inherent interest. This City Hall 
question is one instance of what we 

-have above referred to. For reasons 
which are hardly worth while going 
into,. as they are perfectly well 


“known throughout the colony, the 
-personal relations which existed be- 
tween the Governor on the one. hand, 
and the, Hon. William Keswick,

mittee, on the other, were not 
of-that—friendly and harmonious 
character which, in a small colony

It- will be. re- 
membered that His Execllency was 
unwise enough to. retain a certain, 
sum of money due by the Govern- 
ment to the City Hall, on what were 
apparently insutlicient grounds, and 
on the pres and cons of the case. 
being submitted to the Right Honor- 
able the Sceretary of State for the 
Colonics, an order was immediately 


| . . 
sent out instructing the sum to be 


paid to the Treasurer of the. City 
Hall without. delay. We vividly 
tecollect the triumphant tone adopt- 
ed by the local press over this vict- 
ory, and the Colonial Sceretary was 
praised and patted on the back in that 
fulsome style, so peculiar to the or- 
acles of Wyndham Strect..’ The ques-. 
tion affecting the rules of admission 
to the Museum was submitted to Lord 
Kimberley’s judgment by Mr. Kes- 
wick, and itis no secret that the 
honorable gentleman and his sup- 
porters were quite confident of the 
result. They were mistaken, how- 
ever, as his lordship declined to 
sanction the continued expenditure 
_of public money on any. institution 
of the kind, in which a distinction 
was made amongst the different rate- 
payers in’ the roles of admis- 
sion, but suggested that the said 


{rules should be modified in order 


to mect the requirements of Her 
Majesty’s Government. On_ this 
occasion getting the worst of the 
appeal to the Home Government, the 
City Hall Committee seem. to have 
lost faith “in Lord Kinberley’s judg- 
ment, and the press oracles instead 
of jubilant and sycophantic cock- 
crowing, have maintained an ominous 
silence as ‘to his lordship’s wisdom, 
That the Committec have not aceepted 
their discomfiture with a good grace, 
is plainly evident from the Chair- 
man’s letter to Dr, Stewart, declining 
to modify the rules as requested, 
and appealing to the public to make 
up by liberal subscriptions, the 
amount lost. by the discontinuance of 
the Government. Grant, Our local 
contemporaries applaud this decision 
in the usual strain, (although the 
Chine Mail had previously recom- 
mended the Committee to accept 
Lord Kimberley’s proposal) and as 
the Daily Press especially, strongly. 
recomnicnds.a subscription list to be 
started at once, we venture to suggest 
to the Committee, if our contempo- 
rary’s advice is adopted, to send the 
list first to the Daily Press and then 
to the China Mail, just “to see’ how 
far our contemporaries are prepared 
to practice the liberality, they preach 
with so much effusive eloquence. 
Personally we are unable to see 
any reasonable grounds to justify 
the Committee in rejecting the Gov- 
ernment subscription and. in send- 
‘Ing round the ‘hat to make good 
the same out of tho liberality -of 
the coramunity. If the Committee 
are so anxious to show this altogether

pay for it themselves. ‘I'he intcrests

Government. Civil Appointments 
and Military Officers. “ 


Po the Mditor of 
“Tus Honexoxa Teteorari.” 

Siz,—In .your yesterday's issue [ 
notice an  announcoment of tha 
temporary appointment of a military 
medical officer to the post of Acting 
Superintendent of . the Government 
Oivil Hospital, vice anothor military ., 
medical officer removed to Singapore - 
ou account of military duty. , 

Is there a scarcity of medical men : 
in civil life in the colony that ne- 
cessitatos the government. to fly for” 
assistance to tho military services when 
an officer of the Government goes on. 
leave for a term? Or is it that the - 


time of the civil practitioners in the | 


colony is ao much taken up with private 
practice as to render it utterly impoa- 
sible to fill a temporary gap from tho 
ranks of that body ? . 

I offer uo objection whatever to the 
appointmont of the military gentlemen 
on tho score of professional inability to 
deal with the cases that would be en- 
trusted to them in the Hospitals of our -- 
colony, but these perpetual fillings up 
of temporary vacancies by Military — 
Medicos appears to mo to be an in. 
justice-in more ways than one to thoir 
fellow civil practitioners. 

In the first placo when-a military 
officer of any branch of ‘the sarvice ac- 
cepts a civilappointinent, and still ro. 
taains on the effective list of his Corps 
or Dapartment, ho does so with tho 
distinct understanding that the duties 
of his civil appointment shall not 
be allowed under any circum. 
stances to interfere with the proper 
performance of his military. dutiés. ' 
His first care thon must. be for “his 
army services, and in the event of any 
unusual emergency arising he would 
he compelled to give his attention un- 
veservedly to his military duties, leav- 
ing those belonging to his civil office to 
sink ot swito ag fate might direct. No’ 
man can serve two masters and do jus- 
tigo to both, to which side then might 
he be expected to loan —cortainly to the 
pormanent-appointment rather than to 


‘the temporary one, which is simply 


looked-upon as the source of a nice 
little increase to his pay. He may be 
withdrawn ‘at a moment's notice —the 
exigen ies of the service have an awkward 
tendency to step inat inopportune times 
-~and he may not hold the appointment 
long before he is removed, as in the 
present case. ‘The new officer is 
also uulikely to be permitted to retain 
the post till the return of the Super- 
intendent, as his tour of service in 
China. will have expired long before 
the termination of Dr Wharry’s leave 
of absence. ; 7 

Then again thera are somewhere 
about half'a score of duly. qualified 
medical practitioners in the colony who 


; are eligible-for tho appointment, and- 


who are permanent residents herd, and 
who would not be nearly so liable to 
removal at short notice, or at the 
cxprice of a superior, Many of them 
too aresingle men who could take up 
their residonce in ihe hospital while they 
held the appointment, and would thus 
be bettor able to render prompt,and eon- 
sequently more efficient. service, at 
Idast on that score, tothe hospital. The 
newly appointed man is a married mau, 
living’ at some distance from the hos- 
pital, and with other ties, cares, and 
connections, to engage his. attention. 
Té may be said tliat civilians would de- 
voto their time, or a portion of it to 
private practice.
